/~\FFHAND dismissals of Harold E. Stassen's 
letter to Premier Stalin as just so much 
wasted effort are sh ortsigh ted.

In v ery sev ere 
cases of th is sort, one h as to con- 
ctnpty -headed boast, “we licked 'em, didn’t 
i sider mo v inS to a milder climate. 
Th ere is also definite h ope in th e 
I fact th at many y oungsters wrh o 
h av e freq uent colds seem to out- 
j grow th eir difficulty in a few 
j y ears. 


We licked a satellite military force wh ose 
ex istence was not ev en recognized by our 
own militarists until it swarmed ov er th e 
38: h Parallel and routed th e U.S. trained de­ 
fenders of th e Korean republic. 
Th e licking was administered at th e cost of 
wh olesale disturbances to th e economy of th e 
United States, a full-fledged th reat of infla- 
tion and 
m ex cuse for auth oritarians to get 
th eir h ands on th e th roat of priv ate enter­ 
prise. 
It was made possible by ex tremely h eav y 
casualties to U.S. forces wh ich were h ustled 
off to Korea h alf-trained and h alf-eq uipped. 
It finally was clinch ed by an emergency mo­ 
bilization of National Guardsmen and re­ 
serv ists wh o cannot be ex pected to accept th e 
pospect of long-!.me duty with out justifiable 
com plaint 
In th e o pinio n of many competent observ ­ 
ers. th e United States could not h av e won 
with out th e blunders of th e opposition, wh ich 
include th e my sterious failure of its Russian 
backers to prov ide planes. 
Th e North Ko­ 
reans were let dowm h ard by th eir pals in 
th e Kremlin. 
On th e credit side is th e prestige gained 
by closing th e issue with th e Communist ag­ 
gressors. Th e United States and th e United 
Nations won respect. 
Th en1 also is th e awakening to th e realit­ 
ies of wh at th e Communist conspiracy is 
capable of cocking up for th e United States 
and it Allies. Th is may prov e to be th e most 
important net gain in th e long run. 
But th ere is no ex cuse for smugness. Th e 
men wh o aid th e figh ting cannot be praised 
too much .

NORTH KOREA 
TJ ERE is what it is like abo v e the 38 th 
Parallel in No rth Ko rea. 
An ex hausted So uth Ko rean so ldier sleeps 
in a muddy flitch, his unheeding head pil­ 
lo wed in the y ello w dust o f 
the ro adway . 
Two lines o f bo ne - weary 
S o u t h Ko rean do ughbo y s 
limp past o v er the sto nes 
and ruts o f the ro ad he has 
trudged 
alo ng 
fo r 
mo re 
than a fo rtnight fro m deep 
in So uth Ko rea. 
Th e stones hav e wo rn to 
tatters 
th e 
rubber - so led 
Bai Bari« 
sho es o f so me so ldiers and 
they hav e replaced them with peasant slip­ 
pers o f rice straw. 
But they manage a sweat strained grin as 
they pass. 
A battered truck wheezes by — 
so decrepit it co uld be held to gether o nly bf 
the co rale o f the men in it. 
It lo o ks like a 
sardine can o n wheels. 
But tro o ps jammed 
in it are singing, sho uting and wav ing small 
black, red and white flags o f the Ko rean 
Republic. 
The marching tro o ps lo o k at the riders 
env io usly , then turn their heads to the y ello w 
ro ad and break into the shuffling tro t ty pical 
o f their infantry . 
March ing with th em and sho uldering part 
o f th eir eq uipment are 20 o r mo re bo y s under 
10 y ears old. 
Th ey are camp fo llo wers at­ 
tracted by th e joy of going with th e winning 
army —and getting a bowl of free 
rice. 
A 
soldier pointed to a smiling 
eight-y ear-o ld 
carry ing a load of m ortar sh ells and said: 
“He’s my h ouse boy .” 


BEHIND TEE column slowly stumbles a 
line of civ ilian labo rers. Each is burdened 
with a wooden pack to wh ich is tied a fresh 
cut log almost as wide as th e ro ad and mo re 
th an six inch es th ick. Th e logs are used to 
bridge streams. 
Th ey look h eav y eno ugh 
to break th e back of a longsh oreman 
but the 
Korean workers aoparently can tote 
them fo r 
miles. 
And beh ind th em for h ours co me soldier 
stragglers—men too worn out 
to keep the 
killing pace, middle-aged men limping 
pain­ 
fully , 
y oung wounded men 
with 
blo o d­ 
stained bandages on ch eeks, arms 
and legsf. 
But they want to catch up with the co lumn, 
fo r there are no kitchen trucks in this army 
to wheel back the rice ratio n. Sev eral trucks 
ro ll by within inches o f the head o f the 
so ldier at the edge o f the ro adway . 
He 
sleeps o n unheeding, then awakens, paws at 
his dro wsy ey es, y awns and shuffles o n. 
He lo o ks indifferently do wn at the wreck­ 
age o f a heav ily lo aded truck that has just 
plunged o ff the ro ad and o v erturned in a 
paddy field. 
Th e driv er is crawling out h olding a dang­ 
ling, bleeding h and wh ich looks so sh attered 
one knows it must be amputated. But th is 
is 
an Oriental army . Th e soldier, with troubles 
of h is own, lowers h is ey es to th e must and 
keeps on sh uffling. 
Some distance back h e also passed with 
eq ual indifference a large sign lettered in a 
language h e doesn’t understand. 
Th e lan­ 
guage is English and th e sign say s: 
“You are crossing th e 38 th Palallel. 
C ur­ 
tesy of th e Th ird ROK (Republic o f Ko ­ 
rea) Div ision. 
We were first.” 


THIS IS THE arbitrary line th at since 
1945 h as div ided Korea’s industrial north 
from its agricultural south . It is th e line th at 
separated th e Russian and American occupa- 
out of th e country at th e end of th e last war. 
It is th e line from wh ich an army rer 
senting 
10,000,000 
Communist - dominated 
tion zones after th e Japanese were th row ' 
North Koreans began a civ il war June 25. 
Th ey crossed th e line to inv ade th e territory 
wh ere 20,000,000 Koreans liv ed under th e 
U.N.-sponsored Republic of Korea. 
On th e map th e 38 th Parallel is a special 
neat straigh t black line. 
But as th e ROK dough boy plods on north 
bey ond th e frontier h e sees no painted de­ 
marcation or ch alkmark across th e winding 
road. To h is righ t is th e peaceful blue Sea of 
Japan wh ere an American destroy er swims 
lazily . To h is left are v alley s of ripening rice 
and rugged, y ellow eroded h ills with stunted? 
wind-twisted pine trees and cut by dry tor­ 
tuous rav ines. 
Th e h ills also are scarred by army -dug 
ditch es and pockmarked with well camou­ 
flaged empty concrete bunkers and pill­ 
box es. 
Some of th e South Korean army ’s pre­ 
pared defensiv e positions are north of 38. 
Some of th e more h eav ily fortified posts of 
th e North Korean army are still south of 
th at artificial boundary . Each army h as fol­ 
lowed th e time-prov ed military principle of 
building a defense line along th e 
natural 
pattern of th e h ills. 
Th at is h ow th e 38 th Parallel looks to th e 
indiv idual South Korean infantry man and it 
is doubtful if h e ev en knows h e h as crossed 
th e line. 
Th e men nearest to war usually 
know th e least about it—ex cept its dangers.
